On a larger scheme of things, the United Nations General Assembly proclaimed the 
period between 2022 and 2032 as the International Decade on Indigenous Languages 
(IDIL 2022-32) to draw global attention on the critical situation of many indigenous 
languages and to mobilize stakeholders and resources for their preservation, 
revitalization and promotion. 


Therefore, closer to home and our region in Central Luzon we are honored and glad to 
have particular creative industries in Pampanga such as pukpuk and lantern-making. 
Also, we stand with indigenous peoples from Bataan (Ayta Magbukun) and Aurora 
(Illongot) to underscore their plight, hopes and aspirations.

The program started with preliminary activities 
before proceeding to the program proper through a 
virtual warm-up of the participants and the GOCE 
Scholars. [he program opens with Dr. Randy T. 
Nobleza's notes on the proceeding followed by an 
inspirational message by Dr. Joseph Cristobal, 
Director of the Philippine Cultural Education 
Program ( PLEP ). 


The program opened with a short documentary 
presented by the Nueva Ecija and Aurora group on 
the Kalagayang Pangwika ng Iribong Nongot sa 
Aurora”. |t featured a school where members of 
the llongot group are presently studying. lt tackles 
issues of language preservation through a 
specialized curriculum about the different methods 
used to pass on and preserve the beautiful 
language to the next llongot generation. The online 
participant viewer-listeners were in awe of this 
enlightening information.

The Pampanga and Tarlac group elaborated on the 
creative industries of the Каратрапдап 5. 


The presentation is of two parts: a short 
documentary called уш and the “Lighgang 
Farul: Kulay ng Kulturang Pilipino” 


Pukpuk talks about the traditional Pukpuk crafts 
and artworks of the Kapampangan, Accordingly, it 
is a dying tradition. The process of making and 
doing the Pukpuk crafts and artworks must need 
further support tor its preservation. 


The Lighgang Farul: Kulay ng Kulturang Pilpino 
discussed the traditional San Fernandino biant 
Parol. lt talks about its origin, and how it is 
annually celebrated including the intricate designs, 
lt also elaborated on the livelihood of the craft, 
and the law that protects and preserves the 
creative industries of this side of town in the 
Philippines.

The Team Bataan proceeds with the discussion of the 
Aeta Magbukun's dialect known as Magbukun with a 
lecture video on Ang Mga luntunin sa Wikang Magbukun’. 


The video discussed the orthography of the Magbukun 
.e., alphabet, phonetics, and preparatory grammar rules, 
and some common expressions still being shared by the 
Aeta Magbukun community. lt also presented how they 
struggle to pass on, propagate and preserve their dying 
dialect to the younger generation. [he future objectives 
nf the group are to propagate and preserve the said 
dialect in which way they can through this. 


Reactions and interactions ensued from both the 
participants and quest experts in the field. Sharing with 
the group their theoretical-practical knowledge and input 
on the topics presented with positive reactions as well 
as suggestions to augment details needed to expound on 
the topics. 


Facebook Live and Zoom were used as the platform on 
which the СОСЕ scholars shared links with other online 


participants to experience this educational and 


enlightening presentation. 
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
